TREATMENT 
OF CITRUS 


TREES INJURED BY GOLD 
'

The following timely suggestion 
for 
j 
the treatment of citrus trees damaged 
j 
by the recent severe cold 
si written 
j 
by Prof. P. H. Rolfs, of the Agneiil - i" 
tural experiment 
station 
of the 
Uni- 
versity of Florida at Gainesville. 
When excessively 
low temperature 
has occurred 
in the citrus region the 
bark 
of the trees is quite 
likely 
to 
split; 
if very 
cold even 
the trunks 
of the trees may split. 
The first step 
should be in the direction 
of taking 
care of the injury as far as possible. 
Frequently the bark is not all dead 
even when a split has occurred. Death 
sometimes 
follows as a result of dry- 
ing out after the freezing. 
The first step to prevent 
excessive 
injury would be to bind the bark up 
& 
as carefully and securely as possible. 
After the bark has been bound up and 
put in as good condition 
as possible, 
banking 
the trunk 
will 
do much 
to- - 
ward 
preventing 
excessive 
loss of a 
moisture. 
When trees are treated in 
this way care must be taken to pro- 
tect the injured portion against invas- 
ion by rot fungi and attacks of insects 
and other pests. 
Antiseptic 
solutions 
applied to the injured portion will do 
much 
in 
this 
direction. 
Trash 
and 
other rotting stuff should not be 
in- 
cluded in the bank. 
This is the first 
step in providing "first aid to th 
in- 
jured." 
j 
Pruning. 
No one 
should 
be 
in great haste 
about cutting off the injured 
portion. 
If one is certain that the tops 
and 
i 
branches are all dead it is well enough 
j 
to cut the dead material awav. 
How- - 
ver, the most 
experienced 
persons 
make mistakes in the direction of cut- 
ting out branches and 
even cutting 
off entrie trunks that have been left 
quite uninjured, and in this way add 
a good deal 
to the damage 
to the a 
tree. 
As soon as the new 
growth 
shows definitely the extent of the 
in- - 
jury 
all the 
dead 
wood 
should 
be 
cut out and immediately 
burned. This 
is done as a precautionary measure 
19 keep down melanose and withertip. 
Both 
of these fungi grow readily in 
dead citrus wood. 
All the sprouts that come out from 
the trunk or from the 
root 
should 
be allowed to grow. 
The very large 
root system needs all the leaf surface 
that can be furnished to keep it in the 
best of health. 
Cultivation. 
A citrus tree whether sick or well. re- - 
sponds 
readily 
to 
good 
methods 
of 
cultivation. 
The methods 
of cultiva- 
tion will be quite variable 
for differ- 
ent classes of soil and different groves. 
Whatever will keep the soil in a mel- 
low condition 
and keep 
it 
moist 
dur- 
ing excessive drouth usually produce 
the best growth. 
Cultivation 
of trees 
should 
be 
continued 
as 
would 
have 
been the case 
if the 
grove had 
not 
been injured 
by cold. 
Fertilization. 
Many trees have been recently 
fer- 
tilized and these will not need anoth- 
er application 
until large top growth 
has 
been 
produced. 
Many 
groves, 
however, have received the minimum 
amount 
of 
fertilizer' 
; 
to 
stimulate 
healthy 
growth 
and produce 
a 
maxi- 
mum 
amount 
of 
wool

will
